REPORT OF THE SUPERIN- | 
TENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board of Chester, N. H.:— — 


Herewith I submit my first annual report and the 

first in the series of the reports of the district super- 
_ intendent. 
When in September I entered upon the duties of 
the Superintendent of Schools of the union of which 
your district is a part, it was not without a full reali- 
zation of the amount of work involved and a fair es- 
timate of the gravity of the situation in which our 
schools are placed at the present time. ie! : 

Every one of the citizens of Chester should feel 
a great deal of pride because his state has. been the 
first American commonwealth to place on its statute 
books such a declaration of its educational policy as 
the Act of 1919. This declaration imposes upon the 
local school administrators as well as those of the 
state the gravest responsibilities. The State of New 
ati Genine and the local school districts are partners. 
in a mighty business undertaking for “The public 
schools must be considered administered as. a busi- | 
ness proposition.” feat | 

School boards now must. provide “standard ele- 
mentary schools for at least thirty-six weeks in each 
year at such places in the district as will best serve 
the interests of education and give to all pupils within 
the district as nearly equal advantages as are prac- 
ticable. “A standard school as that term is used in 


this act is one (1) maintained for at least thirty six 
weeks in each year, (2) in a suitable and sanitary 
-building, (3) equipped with approved furniture, books, 
maps and other necessary appliances, (4) taught by 
an approved teacher, (5) directed and suepervised by 
an approved superintendent, (6) with suitable provi- 
sion for the care of the health and the physical wel- 
fare of all the pupils.” 

The school children must learn as far as possible 
the priveleges, duties and the responsibilities of their 
future citizenship. We must have teachers who are 
competent for such instruction and fired with zeal and 
devotion to so high a calling. 

With the aid and the backing of the State Board 
the local school board and the local superintendent 
must carry out these provisions. The final paragraph 
of, the report of the Committee on Education to the 
House of Representatives, February 1919, may be pro- 
fitably quoted. This bill “builds for us bulwarks be- 
hind which we may face with reasonable confidence, 
the menace of the future. That this menace is real, 
no thoughtful man willdeny. Half of the world, crazed 
by the horrors of war is turning to anarchy. The con- 
tagion of the world-madness is already felt in our own 
Jand. If we in New Hampshire escape its destructive 
effects, it will be through the common-sense and educa- 
tion of the everyday citizen. It is our duty to make 
sure that the men and women of tomorrow are equal 
to the strain that tomorrow will bring. The children 
must be trained to know good from evil, truth from 
falsehood. They cannot universally receive this train- 
ing without the help of the state. If we set any value 
on our free institutions or on a government of law and 
order, we must accept these responsibilities which this 
bill imposes.” 
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_ We have accepted these responsibilities. It is our 
duty in Chester as in every town in the state to carry 
out faithfully the provisions of the act. The School 
Board and the superintendent will need your hearty co- 
operation and full support. Chester should expect and 
‘take such means as may make possible as good schools 
as any within the borders of the state. Intelligent 
action and energetic co-operation on th part of the 
parents and citizens will hasten the time when real re- 
sults can be obtained. 

Among the many steps taken by the State Board 
to carry out this law are the following :— 

1. Adoptions of regulations for approval of super- 
intendent and teachers. 

2. Adoption of regulations on the duties of super- 
tendents. 

3. Adoption of regulations on the duties of school 
boards. 

4. Adoption of regulations on the temporary oe A 
proval of school buildings. 

5. Adoption of regulations on school studies and 
instruction. (The 1916 revision of the Program of 
Studies for Elementary Schools of New Hampshire and 
the 1919 revision of the Program of Studies for the 
Secondary School of New Hampshire, as prepared and 
published by the Department of Public Instruction 
under resolutions of the General Court were accepted 
and approved for the use of public schools. Hach 
standard school naturally must be equipped with books 
school supplies and appratus sufficient for the proper 
performance of the work outlined in these programs.) 

6. Adoption of regulations on required subjects 
and minimum standards for the elementary grades. 
These regulations were set for grades one to three and 
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minimum standards must be met by all schools at the 
end of the year 1919-1920. | 

7. The form of accounting of the Tax Commis- 
sioner has been established as the uniform standard. 

8. The preparation of a careful inventory of alt 
school houses in use during the current school year 
has been made by the school board for the use anc 
filing of the State Board. 

9. A budget of the necessary expenditures of the 
School District for the year 1919-1920 and ending Aug. 
31, 1920 has been prepared by the School Board with: 
advice of the Superintendent and submitted to the 
State Board for approval before the allottment of 
state aid. 

10. <A very careful survey of all village and rurat 
school buldings and equipment has been made by the 
superintendent with the aid of the School Board and 
that of the teachers, all defects in the physical sur- 
roundings of the pupils have been noted, and such 
recommendations as seemed necessary to meet the re- 
quirements of 2 “standard school’ were made by the 
Superintendent: the papers have been submitted to 
the School Board who have returned then to the State 
Board. 

The superintendent has been endeavoring to meet 
the requirements of the above documents so far as 
circumstances will permit. Books and supplies have 
been purchased with a view of meeting the standard 
at the earliest possible moment. The grading of the 
rooms has commenced and time schedules for reci- 
tations have been prepared by the superintendent for 
the teachers. These shecdules will assign the proper 
amount of time to each study so as to accord with the 
Elementary Program. 
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' Soap, paper towelling, and so far as possible sepa- | 
rate individual towelling and washbasins have been 
provided so that the pupils may have toilet facilities 
_a teakettle has been provided for each stove so that 
the rooms may obtain some supply of moisture when 
‘the ventilation will not allow the windows to be wide 
open, in the Towle School a double boiler was /pro- 
vided so that some warm luncheon might be had at 
noon, for the toilets inside and outside locks have been 
pr ovided, toilet paper, lime and disinfectant supplied. 

In order to partially meet the lighting require- 
ments the seatings in the grammar and primary rooms 
‘have been reversed. Blackboard surface was pur- 
chased by the Board in the falll but has not been put 
‘in position, because it awaits your decision as to the 
remodeling of the grammar room. ~ 
| We are now meeting in part the first, fourth and | 
fifth requirements mentioned in the definition of a 
requirements mentioned in the definition of a “standard 
school” of the Act of 1919. It is our duty to meet the 
second third and sixth requirements. The second re- 
quirement is that a “standard” school shall be Koused 
in a suitable and sanitary building. No one of the three 
buildings now in use are either “suitable” or “sani- 
tary”. The others likewise lack much of the essentials 
to comfort and good health. The primary building is 
well constructed, well situated and comes the nearest 
to fulfilling what is required. However the lighting, 
heating and ventilation, and above all the ee will 

require considerable attention. 

If the present grammar is to be used in the future, 
extensive alterations must be made, some provision to 
meet the danger from fire and opportunities to secure 
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room and facilities for the teaching of sewing cooking 
and woodworking. Both rooms must _ have 
receptacles for drinking water, preferably. with bub-. 
blers, and shelves where the dinner pails may be placed 
without danger of freezing the food. 

.. On account of the withdrawal of the teachers at 
the North and the Walnut Hill districts and the small 
membership of these schools, the single pupil of the 
former who was of compulsory age was allowed to at- 
tend school at Raymond and the five pupils at the latter 
were furnished transportation to the village rooms. 

At present the Towle school is the only rural room 
in town. This building is entirely inadequate and 
would require large alterations and remodelling as well 
as the construction of an addition as large or at least 
nearly as large as the present structure. The equip- 
ment, heating, lighting, and ventilation could not possi- 
bily receive approval. The toilets are far from satis- 
factory in condition and their location is indecent. If 
proper means of transportation and satisfactory and 
comfortable conveyances can be had, it would appear 
wise from the standpoint of economy and of educa- 
tional progress to close this school and convey the 
pupils to the village, where they would receive the same 
advantages as the other pupils of the town. By this 
move complete centralization will be effected and an im 
portant step toward standard efficiency will have been 
taken. | 
_ Many of the towns of the state have been erecting 
school buildings in the past few years and some have 
remodeled old buildings. We are now face to face with 
the necessity of doing something to meet the require- 
ments of law. Discussion of the question whether it is 
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best for future educational interests of the district to 
build new or remodel what you already have will un-. 
doubtedly bring a satisfactory solution. 

The third requirement of the “standard” school is 
being gradually met and by next September can easily 
be fully met except that the equipment for the teaching 
of the practical arts branches may require some addi- 
tional outlay until these courses are in operation. 

As to the sixth requirement of the “standard” 
school, in the work of the medical inspector and of the 
school nurse you will find no little satisfaction and a 
ereat deal of benefit will accrue to those who will in- 
telligently seek the remedy of such defecis as may be 
found in their children. The law will require physical 
drill in each school room also careful supervision of the 
recess periods with especial attention to directing play 
so as to remove physical defects. i 

Your thoughtful attention is called to the statis- 
tical tables, the roll of honor, the medical inspector's 
report and the statement of thrift, health and other 
activities of the schools. 

The friendly reception which has been accorded me 
by those whom I have met when in Chester, the hearty 
Support and co-operation of the members of the Schooi 
Board, the patient zeal and the loyal team-work of the 
teachers, the bright cheerful attitude of the pupils are 
very much appreciated by the superintendent. These 
early and more arduous days of upbuilding of school 
work will under such happy auspices give place to 
other days when ever increasing results will be ap- 
parent to all.
